Quiver Gives 
Scientists 
moon Surprise

(AP) — An unearthly, 30-minute 
quiver rippled through the moon 
after the Intrepid smashed onto 
the surface and will result in an 
"unquestionably profound" dis- 
covery about the lunar interior, 
scientists predict. 


"None of us have ever seen 


anything like this on earth," 
said Dr. Frank Press of Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 
one of the researchers working 
with a seismic experiment left 
on the moon by Apollo 12 astro- 
nauts Charles Conrad Jr. and 
Alan L, Bean. 


"It will represent a major dis- 


covery completely unanticipat- 
ed about the rnoon," Press said. 


The prolonged signal, like 


continuing reverberations from 
a bell (hat was rung once, was 
recorded by the seismometer 
Thursday after Intrepid crashed 
onto the moon 45 miles away. 


This could mean the moon is 


neither like earth, which has a 
molten inner core and hard out- 
er crust, or like a meteor, which 
is hard as a rock all the way 
through. 


Other scientists were elated 


by the apparent variety of moon 
rocks aboard Apollo 12. 


Judging 
from rnoon-to-earth 


conversations, Conrad and Bean 
picked up samples of lunar bed- 
rock and core samples that will 
give a 28-inch-deep profile of the 
moon's furface, said Dr. Eugene 
Shoemaker, consultant on lunar 
geology to the space agency.

estate investor, willed approxi- 
mately $40 million— of an estate 
estimated at $50 million to $100 
million—to be divided among 
"Defenders of Wildlife, the So- 
ciety for Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, local or national, 
arid the National Audubon Socie- 
ty, or any affiliated chapter or 
branch, etc." 


Whittell apparently was una- 


ware that no national SPCA ex- 
ists. 


Thirty-four lawyers appeared 


this week to make claims on be- 
half of various animal groups 
across the nation. Judge James 
O'Keefe 
scheduled a hearing 


Jan. 5. 


Whittell's widow Elia said she 


doesn't understand the claims 
by so many groups, although 
she is not opposed to their re- 
ceiving part of the money. 


"I think he made it clear in 


his will. He hadn't discussed it 
with me, exactly," she said. 
"I'm 
not against the money 


being left to them. I may leave 
some myself. I haven't decided 
yet," 


In the early 1920s, Whittell ac- 


quired thousands of acres along 
18 miles of Lake Tahoe shore- 
line and preserved it in its na- 
tural state-filled with wildlife. 


His 
widow 
said they kept 


cheetahs, lions and other Afri- 
can game at their foothills es- 
tate in nearby Woodside. 


"We 
went to Africa some 


years ago and brought back all 
sorts of animals," Mrs. Whittell 
said.

The doctor placed me on an 


experie mental medication which 
has sustained me beautifully for 
three years now. In fact, I hold 
a responsible part time job; my 
family is united, and the children 
are doing us proud. My health 
is excellent, proving that contin- 
ued use of drugs is not harm- 
ful—if taken under a doctor's 
supervision of course. 


While on medication, most pa- 


tients (who might otherwise be 
hiding their heads under a pil- 
low in a darkened room or hit- 
ting the bottle to "escape") re- 
act normally and can carry on 
their everyday lives. My doc- 
tor believes this method is tail- 
or-made for the person who needs 
help desperately but who refus- 
es to "go see a psychiatrist" 
either through fear he will be 
labeled a nut or because of fi- 
nancial reasons—he's simply 
"going to a dcotor and receiving 
medication." Appointments can 
be spaced a month or more apart 
and the cost is much less. 


Of course drug therapy can be 


used in conjunction with tradi- 
tional psychotherapy with excel- 
lent results. 


Believe me, Helen, I am NOT 


disparaging 
psychiatrists 
and 


psychologists who practice psy- 
chotherapy. Just wanted you tc 
know that if "talking it out" 
doesn't help, there's no need for 
anyone to throw In the sponge. 


While our scientists are send- 


ing men to the moon, they are 
also discovering new ways to 
deal with problems of mental 
illness here on earth.— D.A.

bALLAS, fex (AP) - the 


Orange Bowl offers sunshine 
and Mlafnt Beach, the Sugar 
Bowl offers the New Orleans 
French Quarter, The Cotton 
Bowl sometimes offers bleak 
weather and always offers limit* 
ed nightlife. Oft New Year's 
t)ay, the Cotton Bowl will also 
offer Notre frame in its first 
post-season football appearance 
in 45 years, 


Many sports experts and fans 


figure that makes the Cotton 
Bowl the glamor attraction of 
the bowl games, with the Fight- 
ing Irish playing either Texas or 
Arkansas. 


It was widely known in foot- 


ball circles as early as Wednes- 
day, Nov. 12, that Notre Dame 
would accept a bowl bid. There 
was much speculation by Fri- 
day that the Orange Bowl had 
Notre Dame and Penn State 
sewed up. 


On Saturday 
night, 
Notre 


Dame Athletic Director Moose 
Krause told a newsman who 
called him from Miami that his 
personal preference was the Or- 
ange Bowl. 


All the time, Field Scovell of 


Dallas, a big Texan with a slow 
and easy drawl, was working in 
the belief that the Orange and 
Sugar Bowls had mounted high- 
pressure 
campaigns. 
What 


could he do? 


"We didn't crowd those people 


and it paid off," he told The As- 
sociated Press. 


Scoveli began his cool maneu- 


vers on Nov. 12. "Some local 
Notre Dame folks told us Notre 
Dame might be interested," he 
said. "We told them we had 
been down that path before and 
that we felt like Notre Dame 
would continue its policy of not 
participating in post-season ac- 
tivity." 


At this point, unbeaten Penn 


State was still the No. 1 choice 
of the Cotton Bowl. Penn State 
seemed torn between the Cotton 
and Orange Bowls. 


Scovell 
and 
Administrative 


Assistant Wilbur Evans left Fri- 
day for Penn State to watch the 
Nittany Lions play Maryland on 
Saturday. 


"We had to land at Cleveland 


because of snow in Pittsburgh 
and drove 270 miles through 
•show :and ;ice-to,'!P.enn State," 
said the leather-tough Scovell, 
an insurance 
executive who 


played football at Texas A&M. 
"I can tell you right now I ain't 
no great snow driver." 


A telephone call was waiting 


for Scovell 
and Evans when 


they arrived. 


"It was my Notre Dame part- 


ners telling me that the Irish 
were for real, "Scovell said. 


For real? 
Meanwhile, 
sure 
enough, 


there had been discussions in 
Miami of Notre Dame for the 
Orange Bowl. Members of the 
Orange 
Bowl committee say 


now they were guided by two 
thoughts: 


1. They've had a long, happy 


association with the Big Eight 
and they didn't want to damage 
it by passing up Missouri. 


2. The Orange Bowl was just 


about sold out and if a surprise 
team, Notre Dame, were intro- 
duced it would simply cause a 
mass scramble and antagonism 
among Notre Dame fans. 


A source at Notre Dame says 


the school was informed unoffi- 
cially on Saturday that it was 
not being considered for the Or- 
ange Bowl. 


Scovell 
and 
Evans didn't 


know that. They decided to pur- 
sue the soft-sell approach—and 
decided against rushing down to 
Atlanta to watch Notre Dame 
play Georgia Tech. But they 
were uneasy. 


"We were beginning to get the 


feeling on Saturday," Scovell 
said, "that if we stayed right 
down to the wire with Penn 
State they might go to Miami 
and leave us holding the bag." 


.At G P.M. Sunday, Scovell and 


Evans set out for South Bend- 
first by car, 1GO miles, over the 
snow and ice from State College 
to Pittsburgh, then by plane to 
Chicago. 


Meanwhile, on Sunday night, 


the Notre Dame players were 
called together and told they 
probably would get an invitation 
from 
the Cotton Bowl. They 


were also told it was the only 
offer they could count on. They 
voted and the result, .said Coach 
Ara Parseghian, ''was almost 
unanimous."

DOCTOR'S MAILBAQ 


Faulty Diet Is a Cause 


Of Portal Cirrhosis 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—How does portal cir- 


rhosis affect a person? How 
is the diagnosis made? 


A—Portal, a l c o h o l i c or 


Laennec's 
cirrhosis 
is the 


commonest form of this liver 
ailment. It comes on grad- 
ually after many years of 
faulty diet which in many, 
but not all, cases is due to 
heavy drinking. The symp- 
toms, which are varied, in- 
clude poor appetite, easy 
fatigability a n d l o s s of 
weight. As the disease pro- 
gresses there may be jaun- 
dice, 
waterlogging, spider 


veins and a tendency to 
hemorrhage from the eso- 
phagus. 


A history of alcoholism 


and/or 
malnutrition, 
the 


symptoms above mentioned 
and a hard, moderately en- 
larged liver give the doctor 
a reason to suspect cirrhosis. 
If there is any doubt, liver- 
function tests will show im- 
pairment and a microscopic 
examination of liver tissue 
(needle biopsy) will show 
characteristic changes. 


Q—How serious is primary 


biliary cirrhosis of the liver? 


A—Early in the course of 


this disease 
a persistent, 


deep jaundice occurs and the 
liver becomes 
greatly en- 


larged. This is a relatively 
benign form of cirrhosis. The 
cause is obstruction of the 
bile ducts but the underlying 
cause is unknown. The dis- 
ease may exist for 10 to 2f. 
years without causing anj 
appreciable decrease in liver 
function 
or 
any 
loss 
of 


weight, but eventually the 
liver 
d a m a g e 
becomes 


severe. 


Daily supplements of cal- 


cium and vitamins A, D and 
sometimes K are beneficial. 
A recent study showed that 
ammonium - and - potassium 
chloride before operating to 
relieve the b'liary obstruc- 
tion gave excellent results. 


(J—I have heard that cer- 


tain chemical poisons may 
cause cirrhosis of the liver. 


By FRANK O'NEAL 


If so, please say which ones? 


A—The most likely include 


carbon tetrachloride, chloro- 
form, 
chlorinated naptha- 


lenes, trinitrotoluol (TNT), 
poisonous mushrooms and 
arsenic. 


Q—Must one have intimate 


personal contact to get crab 
lice? How can I get rid of 
them? 


A—Pubic lice are trans- 


mitted by close personal con- 
tact. The best way to get rid 
of them is to cover the pubic 
area with a thick coating of 
petroleum jelly at night and 
bathe the area with a strong 
laundry soap in the morning.

BAG THAI, South Vietnam 


—(NEA)—They are at best 
a wretched lot as they drag 
themselves into allied terri- 
tory. Weary, woesome, des- 
perate—most of their eyes 
spread with fright, some" of 
their hands raised in air. 


They are the surrendering 


enemy. 


Officially, they are called 


"hoi 
chanh" and arc de- 


scribed as "rallicrs to the 
side of democracy." But this 
is propaganda. What they 
are, no more, no less, arc 
the traditional bug-outs of 
of any combat—deserters. 


Not surprisingly, 
nobody 


cares 
m u c h 
for them. 


Yesterday they were on one 
side. Today the other. And 
tomorrow? Since no one can 
be certain about toniorrow, 
the hoi chanh are invisibly 
but indelibly marked with 
the smudge of suspicion. 


They 
are 
treated 
well 


e n o u g h . Good food, new 
clothing, family living. Many 
are even released back into 
South Vietnamese society. 
But there is slim respect 
for war turncoats—and the 
hoi chanh carry heavy bur- 
dens of humiliation. 


Still, they come over. In 


larger and larger numbers. 
About 1,000 a clay are cur- 
rently reported to be giving 
up. Since 1963, more than 
126,000 have reportedly quit. 


Why? 
The standard explanation 


is gooey: "They are more 
and more coming to their 
senses," says one govern- 
ment spokesman, "and real- 
izing that democracy is the 
only way for the future." 


However, 99 per cent of 


enemy deserters are peasant 
functionaries of no rank or 
schooling. Most can't read or 
write. They don't know de- 
mocracy from demagogery. 
They fought for communism 
because of gun-point con- 
scription. Almost none have 
solid ideological convictions. 


There is a better reason

for the increase in enemy 
desertions than politics. 


"It's 
verv simple," says 


one U.S. major. "Over the 
years, we've gotten to the 
point, in many areas, where 
we take on almost anything 
that moves. This makes it 
extremely unhealthy for the 
enemy. Their chances are 
less. And so they just quit 
because they're afraid of be- 
ing greased." 


Nguyen Tat Thanh is a 


good example. 


Last January, 24-year-old 


Tat Thanh was brought from 
North Vietnam with 600 other 
soldiers of the 2079th Group. 
It took them three arduous 
months to reach a small base 
camp, inside Cambodia, just 
across the South Vietnamese 
border. 


Tat Thanh was a rifleman, 


new to the army, new to 
privation, new to combat. 


He was not particularly 


ill-treated in the North Viet- 
namese army. 
Fie did not 


like it. But w h a t soldier 
does? He says the food was 
adequate. He was not over- 
worked. And, at first, just 
spent most of his time in a 
bivouac environment—train- 
ing for, rather than partici- 
pating in, war. 


Then things changed. 
Tat 
Thanh's 
unit 
was 


pushed a c r o s s the Viet- 
namese border on a patrol 
mission. It was spotted, and 
the young trooper's initiation 
into a c t u a 1 warfare was 
provided by wave after wave 
of B-52 bomb saturations. 


Tat Thanh took what cover 


lie could. Cried. Screamed. 
But survived. And, when it 
was o v e r, lie wanted no 
more. 


The 
first opportunity he 


got, he deserted. 


The same story can be told 


of most hoi chanhs. Few of 
them arc political converts. 
Most, in fact, are merely 
cowards—if that is the best 
word 
to 
describe 
simple 


people drawn into complex 
affairs.

records show, fewer than 150

esterday we drove the full 
length of the completed Sixth 
street reconstruction job- 


and our congratulations to the 
City of Hope on a speedy, first- 
rate accomplishment. 


Sixth street has been widened, 


given heavy-duty paving and gut- 
ters, and now is a second trunk 
roadway crossing Hope from east 
to west. The improvement en- 
ables local traffic to cross town 
without using the U.S. 67 route, 
Third 
street, 
reducing con- 


gestion on the latter. 


Formerly local traffic was 


fed into U.S. 07 principally from 
two or three points, resulting in 
traffic jams at certain intersec- 
tions. But now there is access 
to U.S. 67 from every point on 
Sixth street as it parallels the 
transcontinental highway across 
town. 


And, unlike the older recon- 


struction job on West Ave. B, 
the Sixth street job came off on 
schedule, being completed, just 
as the contractor said it would 
be, before the Winter rains set 
in. 


What this column said about 


the folly of the federal govern- 
ment in blindly following the ad- 
vice of laboratory men and pro- 
hibiting the sale of the sugar 
substitute known as clyclamate 
is vindicated by today's dispatch 
reporting that the prohibition has 
in the main been repealed. 


As I wrote in this column when 


the prohibition was announced, 
the federal order had overtones 
of deceit and fraud. Like the fine 
print in a phoney contract, I 
wrote, the government proclaim- 
ed flatly that the use of cycla- 
mate induced cancer in humans 
— whereas the fine print in the 
laboratory report carefully ex- 
plained that cancer had been in- 
duced in test mice only by giv- 
ing "massive doses" of cycla 
mate. 


I hazarded a guess that cycla- 


mate might be withdrawn from 
diet soft drinks, because of the 
volume involved, but would be 
continued as a dinner-table sub- 
stitute for sugar. 


And that, precisely, is how the 


government amended its cycla- 
mate order, according to today's 
dispatch from Washington.

commentary on advertising:

cluded the shallow crater Fra 
Mauro, nestled among mountain 
peaks, which will be the target 
for Apollo 13 in March. 


Charles "Pete" Conrad Jr., 


Richard F, Gordon Jr. and Alan 
L. Bean awoke shortly after 
midnight EST to conduct sever- 
al hours of lunar surface photo- 
graphy from the Yankee Clipper 
command ship. 


At 3:49 p.m. today they 


planned to trigger Clipper's big 
bell- shaped engine to blast 
themselves out of moon orbit to 
start the three-day quarter-mil- 
lion-mile journey back to their 
home planet. They splash down 
in the Pacific at 3:57 p.m. Mon- 
day, ending man's second expe- 
dition to the lunar surface. 


There was little conversation 


with the ground as the astro- 
nauts kept busy operating six 
cameras 
and 
orienting the 


spaceship to get the proper an- 
gle and lighting conditions. 


Bean took a few moments to

U.S. Backs 
Up on Ban 
of Cyclamates

WASHINGTON (AP) - Step- 


ping back from what was widely 
interpreted as a near total ban 
on cyclamates, the government 
now says the artificial sweete- 
ner may be used in clearly la- 
•-"WI foods and as a sugar sub- 
stitute in liquid or tablet form. 


Robert H. Finch, secretary of 


health, education and welfare, 
said Thursday night the sale of 
foods and sugar substitutes con- 
taining the sweetener will be al- 
lowed as long as the label shows 
the cyclamate content In an av- 
erage serving. 


A ban against cyclamates in 


diet soft drinks and other bev- 
erages effective Jan. 1. remains 
in effect. 


Although the- secretary em- 


phasized Thursday cyclamates 
should be consumed only upon 
the advice of a doctor, his deci- 
sion will allow its sale in foods 
and concentrates on a nonpre- 
scription basis. 


HEW spokesmen said the ban 


on cyclamate-sweetened bever- 
ages has been "strengthened." 
They said Finch had made it 
clear Oct. 8 Cyclamates would 
continue to be available to those 
who may need it for medical 
purposes. For beverages, that's 
no longer the case. 


Finch ordered the pliased-out 


withdrawal of the sweetener aft- 
er 
laboratory tests produced 


bladder cancer in rats at intake 
levels 50 times higher than rec- 
ommended for humans. 


The secretary eased the eco- 


nomic blow on the multimillion 
dollar industry after receiving 
recommendations from a medi- 
cal advisory panel headed by 
Dr. Roger 0. Egeberg, his as- 
sistant. 


Living Costs 
Keep Going 
Higher 


WASHINGTON (AP) - High- 


er prices for cars and houses 
were major factors in a four- 
tenths of one per cent rise in liv- 
ing costs last month that contin- 
ued the nation's sharpest infla- 
tion in some 20 years, the gov- 
ernment said today. 


However, Americans got a 


break at the grocery store In 
October when food prices de- 
clined six-tenths of one percent, 
notably for meat and vegeta- 
bles. 


The over-all rise In living 


coss brought the Labor Depart- 
men's consumer price Index to 
129.8. This means it cost $12.98 
last month for every $10 worth 
of food, housing, clothing, trans- 
portation and medical care in 
the 1957-59 period on which the 
index Is based. 


At the same time, the Bureau 


of Labor Statistics reported that 
average pay of some 45 million 
rank and file workers declined 
86 cents a week to $116.94 be- 
cause of a subsantial cut in the 
work week. After the deduction 
for taxes and the rise In living 
costs, the purchasing power of 
the average pay check was 
down one per cent for the month 
and eight-tenths of one per cent 
below a year earlier.

virtually complete, except for 
some long-term needs—particu- 
larly air forces.

United States forces 
will be engaging in stepped-;ip 
advisory work, particularly in 
support of training. Combined 
operations will continue to be 
emphasized." 


Packard added that he would

"We have been deprived of his 
services as an associate justice 
In a day when men of his cali- 
ber are sorely needed In the 
highest councils of our land."
